ner ol the lieautiful 7«H» acre MMt, 
it Ji.l not damage the reii.luo of tlx: 
sai.l tract of land. 

The Seminary wa* the ol.l. it brick 
hiiil.ling left »tan<liiig mi the town. 
The town wan originally a very small 
wooden town, •iirroiiinl«<l mi the S ,uth 
liy the Ian. I of I S. Id I. fronting on 
the town branch; on the Kant hy laml 
of John Logan, cruising Maui Street 
at the ol.l Factory Lit: on the N.rth 
liy the laml >'l Th>.* \Vel«h, Irmitiii^ 



aa .lodge Itnyle, KodorUon McKeaand 
Kx (Inventors Owsley and Letcher 
iftid othera. Mr. Findley took an ac 
live part in the founding nt Centre 
( 'ollege. lie aulwe<|iiently removed 
to Mo., and died there in Ml", being 
upward* of Mil years of age. 

Fver since ita foundation, eicetit at 
ahort intervala, a school haa been kept 
in aaid Heminary. It haa hail many 
prini'i|iala, a<ime of whom were suc- 
ccsscs and oUkm flat failure*. Some- 
time* the schools have lieen large and 
Mumbling ami at other timea have 
dwindlid down to mere handtula, but 
it ia to he Impel that with a new hoiiae 
the school will receive new lire and

"ii tin. old town line, running from a 
point hack of the Metleslisl t liur. h 
across the railroad Iwlow the e il.irol 
Haptut Church, ami on the W. -i l.v 
the land of ( icu. Hen. Logan, which 
■ i .I Main '■<lr**t jual in front of the 
Methodist Church. The town haa 
grown out of ita original houmlane* on 
all aidea. The lir-t hrirk hiiil.ling 
erected wan liy Dr. Tlmmpaon, a« a 
It -t ■ I on the lot now 
ip.-d liy the llaptMt Church. The 
ata-ind waa hia office, which ttood on 
Main Street on the aite now occupied 
hy Mr. Ku.iley a tailor -hop. Tim 
third hrick house waa the ol.l Sprag. 
gina house, which stood mi the corner 
nf the lot now owned and occupied l.v 
W. 0. Welch. It was Iiu.lt .ml long 
occupied aa a hotel. The fourth wa- 
ttle old Court houae. It waa* an un- 
aightly, ill constructed Imil.ling. The 
( lerk'a office waa up stairs. The lohhy 
of the Court room waa paved with 
brick. Th* -'wig** occupied a Mfh 
platform overlooking the whole room. 
Hie Sli.'rifl had inside tho liar, ami 
ngain«t the wall nn iild-fanhiom-.l pul- 
pit looking bos, high enough tor liim 
to ait iu hia liox— ov. Hook the crowd 
ami preserve order. The heavy walk- 
ing mi the hrick llnor olten di»1 n • • 
the 1 ourt. There Were no aeata in 
the lohhy except a row of kanclm* 
around againal the wall. When the 

Court-room waa crowded, except tl 

aitting on tli<- Iienchea ami on the stair 
st*|s>, the residue had to stand on the 
hrick Moor, or provide tlit nim Ives with 
a chair or a| Idotk, Iroui which they 
might hear, hut could not nee much. 
The tilth brick building wits the old 
Heminary, Dow torn down, to lie auh 
atiluled by a modern brick huihling 
lor Mdio.il purpneaa. The houae waa 
erected but not finished iu 1816 The 
hrick waa made on the lot just iu the 
rear of the huihling. The acre lot on 
which the Seminary stood waa donated 
by F. S K, id. the "grandfather of fhc 
County Clerk. J. Illain P. S. Raiaj 
and Th a. Welch w.-r- then I.Mther- 
in law. They were men of property. 
They were the leading merchant* of 
the town. F. S IC. i.l. who owue.l 
the land, wua willing to donate the acre 
for the building. Thoa. Welch, who' 
owned the hill along the aide of which 
the railroud pa-aca, waa alto willing to | 
donate an acre for the location of l he 
Seminary. They were both beautiful 
Wiaaied a ill*. Till' Seminary w.» built 
by aubacriptioti, ami th» aubacrilwra 
deeideil to anvpt the Ueid lot. 

The Semiuary waa iuteded for the 
e.luuttiou of both the Ixiya :ind girla of 
thu town ami the ■iirroumliug county. 
It waa deaigned aa a mixed achool, 1 
and waa long occupied aa audi. The 
ouly auhacriber to the building tuud, 
then known to he liviug, aaid the girla 
had aa much right to the Seminary aa 
the boya, and that the Trustee* ought 
not to turn them out, and not divide 
the permanent fumla with the Female 
College— that the old aubacriplion pa 
jjera were in the hand* of the late 
Thoa. Helm and would ahow that (act. 
The permanent fund of the Seminary, 
which urn e amounted to between aeveu 
and ten thouaand dollar*, were thu 
proceed* ol the aale of public laud* do- 
nated hy the Legislature of Kenucky. 

The lirat ac hiail iu the Seminary 
waa taught iu tho yoar lilt, The 
building wa* then uiiliuialitd, and the 
carpculera were at work up ataira. Kev. 
Samuel Findley, long the preacher of 
the I'reabyteriau Church of thia place, 
waa the priucitial, ami wa* aaai *ted by 
• Mr. Walker, ol L»ucaater. Mr. 
Fiudley waa a native of South Caro 
liua, aud wa* educated at the same 
achool with • "Mi. Jaekrton, uf whom 
hia reuillocliou* were not very pleaeaut, 
lor the reoou that, the (ieueral iu hi* 
laiyiah dayi, began to develop hi* fa- 
iuoua ligbtiiig <|ualitiet. Mr. Fiudley

The old buililing waa an old ac.|uaiu 
lam* and waa aaworiated with many 
pleaaant recollectiona. I waa a pupil 
in the lirat achool that waaever taught 

in il, . 1 Ml*;. > and uiileaa Montgomery 
Dell, of Mo., who waa horn and raised 
in the town, is still living, I am 
the only survivor of that first school. 
In ISfli I again entered said school to 
•tildy Latin and (Ireek and prepiire 
lor l ollega. In 1 M4!» I waa again in 
the achool «" the assistant of Champ 
( art' r, who waa then the principal. 
During the next six year.", I waa the 
princi'Ml; and again in later yeara I 
taught some claa<ea for the late ( 'harlea 
I'. ii in -, mo that a good deal of my time 
haa l>< en apaut in the old building in 
cilh<-r tmeiving or imparting instruc- 
tion, and 1 can la-ar this testimony to 
| the deportment of all the bova and 
girla wbom I taught iu said old build- 
ing, that they were alwaya good tome, 
and though some of the I. •>•• were said 
to lie "hard eaasja," they were always 
kind ;uni res|« ■ tlul to me ami ready to 
do auvUiin^ I r< ipjealed nf them, ax- 1 
<i>pt to do more hard studying. These 
i. ferenoca to my early school days re- : 
call tho aomewhal singular fact that 
for the solid foundation of my educa- 
tion I an indebted to three Catholic 
In.limen. The first waa an old Uch- 
elor naaii I Ksgati. He did not claim 
to lie a learned man, but was a thor- 
ough (earlier of the common Kuglish 
branch**. For days, weeks and month* 
I wa- .'low., i to study little else than 
Walker'- Dictionary ao aa to apell the 
worda and give their meaning. This 
at time- -ccmed to be a very dry study, 
lull it -nved all trouble in aubaopient 
life about the spelling of word-. 

In 1888 Kcdmond < > Dougherty was 
the principal of the Seminary. He 
I ki.I \ni>u educated for a nrieat, hut 
never entered the prie-thood. He was 
a thorough scholar aud a faithful 
tea. her. He ao thoroughly drilled me 
in the grammar and principlea of the 
Latin and (ireek language* a* that 
their alter study waa a pleasure and 
not a burden. He was called to a 
prole. -orahip in Centre College and 
wa- -ooceeded by another Iriahman 
named O'Keiley. He wa-ago.nl teach- 
er, but was a crotchety Iriahman and 
involved himself in broil* with hia 
scholars aud their parent*, and did 
not long hold hia BMtJsm. 

The names ami characlera of the va- 
rious other principals arc not known 
ami can not lie given. 

Hut the old houae ia gouc. The 
p.n l beside it survive!*. It survive* 
the great majority of the pupils who 
1oMM racresUiou upon iu ice during 
(he Wmter mouth* for the last fifty 
years. It is likely that it will survive 
the proafpjutivc new huihling and the 
great maj uity uf its pupils who way 
find recreation on ita ice during the 
liextlifty/enrH S. S. McRoBBsTn.

The Whip Poor- Will 
As the dusk gathers I hear the first 
welcome notes of the whip poor-will. 
What e| ,«<■ observer* of the seasons are 

the hints! I doubt if the man who 
has an acceptance in the hank i* bet- 
ter posted in the calendar. A* far 
hack as my bird register extends I 
find a record ol the arrival of the noc- 
turnal songster as occurring between 
the «th and 10th of May. Dr. Brewer 
claims never to have heard these notee 
lai.r than Atigu-t, but in lateHeptem 
1st, in a night'* walk through the hid- 
den glories of the Karaapo Valley, I 
have been cheered by hia aong. No 
oilier American bird is ao shy and re 
tiring as the whip poor-will, and where 
is the happy ornithologist who ha* 
found hi. apology for a nest? I once 
s|«nt portion* of each day of the entire 
month of dune in searching for aucha 
nest, and in the end wa* unrewarded. 
The habitual walker of the wood* will, 
sooner or later, stumble on their noon- 
day retreats, but it is difficult to get 
into close prowmity. They fly noiee- 
leasly ami rapidly and have that pro- 
tective plumage upon which Mr. 
Dsrwin laid ao much strea*. AH 
day long, when undisturbed, they will 
rest on the |nwer branches of some 
embowered tree, and only when the 
gloaming deepens do they come forth 
in search of nocturnal insect*. Night- 
ly one used to come and sit on a large 
stone near the farm house. I have sto- 
len -oftly out to within a few feet, and 
watching him as he would dart out 
and catch an insect, returning to the 
atone to enjoy hia tidbit, after the 
manner ot the plnehe. Hia note is 
preceeded by a sort of cluck. Audu- 
bon found his song, as he camped in 
in the solitudes of the forest, one of 
the moat delightful sounds ot nature, 
sweeter to him than that ol the night- 
ingale. Burroughs describes a neat 
stumbled upon — two elliptical, whit- 
iah, -pet i.d eggs lying upon dry 
leaves- and though he returned to it 
day after day, it was alwaya a task to 
separate tho bird from her surround- 
ings, though he stood within a tew 
feet of her, and he knew just where to 
look . — f I ndejienden t.
